Ninety-five per cent of the young men going out of 
the schools of Chicago go into industry or commerce, 
and yet 95 per cent of the instruction in the schools 


of Chicago is devoted to laying the foundation for the five per cent that 
go into professional and other lines of activity. Yes, this great clog in our 
distribution system, this condition in the world today which is mining 
business men, which is putting farmers into bankruptcy, which is spread- 
ing havoc throughout our land, is due to the fact that our young people, 
our boys, especially, who are coming out of the school without the least 
idea of production, without the least idea of the fundamentals of produc- 
tion or distribution or the basis of business success. 


What would you do about it, you ask. Well, I have four suggestions 


to make. The first suggestion is to put religion back into the schools. I 
tell you that this idea that we can get on by kicking down the ladder by 
which our fathers and grandfathers climbed up won't work forever. 
Our 


ancestorr did not come over to America witli the idea of turning religion 
out of industry and education; no, they came here for the sole purpo.-e of 
putting religion in. 


The second thing we luue got to do in training our young men for

He made but a few grams of the 
yellow metal, hut what he made was identical in e\er\ respect with gold 
as we know it in nature. But the gold that Sir William made cost about 
20 times- as much as the gt.ld that comes from the ground. 


The question before us is not whether gold can be made from base 


metals, but whether it can be made for less than the cost of the gold that 
comes out of the ground.

might be made any day.

Nothing, howc\er, is more certain than that enormous discoveries 


in metallurgy are just abend of us. The requirements of modern indus- 
trial life lea\e no doubt of thi«.

ARE BUBBLES ROUND? 


A 


SOAP bubble, to use as an ex- 
ample the most,familiar kind of 
bubble, is merely a hollow ball 


ol watfr with air inside. The soap, 
partially dissol\ed, forms a very thin 
film or skin o^er the air which is en- 
dea\oring to force its way through it. 
This air exerts an equal pressure In 
all directions and thus forces the soap- 
film out at an equal distance from the 
center of the compressed air, thus 
forming a perfect sphere or ball at 
the moment the bubble is first made. 


However, after the bubble has been 


floating for a few moments, the water 
drips down toward the bottom of the 
ball and collects there in drops. The 
weight of these null the bubble out of 
shape—spoil its perfect 
symmetry— 


and increase the pressure of the air 
inside to such a degree that it breaks 
through the film and the bubble bursts.

ings, and the teacher gave a half-holi- 
day so that pupils might thus review 
the school yards.

Ninety-five per c^nt of the young men going out of 
the schools of Chicago go into industry or commerce, 
and yet 95 per cent of the instruction in the schools 
oX Chicago IS devoted to laying the foundation for the five per cent that 
go into professional and other lines of activity. 
Yes, this great clog in our 
distribution system, this condition in the world today which is ruining 
fcnsiness men, Avhich is putting farmers into bankruptcy, which is spread- 
ing havoc throughout our land, is due to the fact that our young people, 
our boys, especially, who are coming out of the school without the least 
idea of production, without the least idea of the fundamentals of produc- 
tion or distribution or the basis of business success. 


"What would you do about it, you ask. 
Well, I have four suggestions 
to make. 
The first suggestion is to put religion back into the schools.

There is nothing impusbible in Thomas A, Edison's prediction that 


gold will yet be artificially made at a fraction of its present price. 
Gold 


has already been artificially made. 
Sir William Eamsey, a number of 


years ago, converted radium into gold. 
lie made but a few g'rams of the 


yellow metal, but what he made was identical in every respect with gold 


as we knoM' it in nature. 
But the gold that Sir William made cost about 


20 times as much as the gold that comes from the ground. 


The question before us is not whether gold can bo made from base 


metals, but whether it can be made for less than the cost of the gold that 


comes out of the ground. 
I agree with Mr. Edison that the discovery 


might be made any day. 
I would add, howe\er, that it may never be made. 


Nothing, however, is more certain than that enormous discoveries 


in metallurgy are just ahead of us. 
The requirementB of modern indus- 


trial life leave no doubt of this. 
Metallurgy has net kept pace with the 


development of other sciences bccause known forms of metals were sulfi- 


eient for our needs. 
New forms of metals are noM' in dcniantl, and iji 


searcliing for them no one can tell what muiut^it some one may stumble 


upon tlie way to make synthetic gold and make it cheajdy.

HOAP bubble, to use as an ex- 
ample the most ifamillar kind of 
bubble. Is merely a hoJiow ball 
ol water with air Inside, 
The soap, 
partially dissolved, forms a very thin 
film or skin over the air which is en- 
deavoring to force its way througli it. 
This air exerts an equal pressure In 
all directhjns and tlius forces tlie soap- 
film out at an equal distance from -the 
center 
of 
the compressed 
air, 
thus 
forming a perfect sphere or ball 
at 
the moment the bubble is first made. 


Htiwever, after the bubble has been 
iloiitJng for a few moniejits, the water 
drips down toward the bottom of the 
ball and collects there in drops.

weight of these jiull the bubble out of 
shape—spoil

symmetry— 
and Increase the pressure of the air 
Inside to sucli a degree that It breaks 
thruugli the film and tlie bubble bursts.

SHOWED RIGHT CIVIC SPIRIT 


Interesting Story of How Vounflster« 
Brought About the 
Reflcncratlon 
of Their Village. 


Twelve boys who started out In a 
seml-plnyful mood under the name of 
"Dirty Dozen" finally were led on un- 
til they had cleaned up a whole com- 
munity of 1.500 people physically and 
morally. 
At 
last 
their 
name 
was 
changed to "Diligent Dozen." 


There was a quiet little mother of 
one of the twelve hidden behind the 
scenes, who never appeared 
publicly 
to be connected with the affair, but 
at whose house there was a mysteri- 
ous generator 
of brilliant 
ideas 
for 
such 
boys. 
The 
twelve 
"D's" 
met 
both Friday evening and Sunday af- 
ternoon for conference, writes William 
A. McKeever in the Chicago American. 


The town cleanup of the boys was 
worked in accordance with the rules 
of what we call "good 
psychology." 
They met wMth the proprietors of the 
main business section, two blocks in 
length, and agreed 
to clean up 
the 
streets in front of them and keep them 
/clean for a year, provided these men 
would 
do likewise 
with 
their 
store 
fronts 
and 
interiors. 
The 
general 
transformation 
began 
with 
a 
rush. 
Saturday 
morning 
early 
the 
dozen 
were there with sweepers, shovels and 
wheelbarrows, and by noon the street 
looked strangely new. 


The 
week 
following 
soap, 
water, 
paint and putty were brought freely 
Into use on the old store 
buildings. 
Old tobacco tags, circus bills and no- 
tices of painkillers were raked down 
and burned. 
About one-third of 
the 
disphiy w^indows—under the Iniluence 
of this "revival" were lorn out and re- 
placed with plate glass fronis. 
Many 
Interior improvements followed. 


The 
school 
buildings 
and 
church 
struciur(»s were next attacked bj the 
"D's." 
Tlie scliool oliieials were re- 
quested to clean and rej)air the build- 
ings, and the teacher gave a half-holi- 
day so that pupils might thus review 
the sehool yards. 
Tlie dt»zen 
them- 
selves took care of the vacant lots on 
which tiie church buildings stood.
